feet in tiie n*ar of the Metairie road are on ls‘tween 
local representatives of H. D. (Curiey) Brown and 
C. B. (Jersoii, vli‘e-pn‘sident and general manager 
of the Home Builders coinininy. The price of the 
pro|ierty was not disclosed, hut admissions were 
made that the deal is under way. S. V. Edmiston. 
necretar.v of the compaiu’, said: 

“We cannot give out anything definite. Mr. 
Gerson is out on the proiM-rty at this time.” 

It is re|M>rled that the promoters of the rival 
race track intend to establish racing hen* Novemlier 
1, next. Tlie pniperty will Is* improved with the 
usual ei|uipment so as to lie read.v for the u|M-ning 
of the meeting by Novemlier 1. Mr. Bmwn nian- 
Hges the Oriental Park race track at Havana, and 
it is asserted that it is his plan to o|H*rate the 
track until New Year’s Eve and close it until tin* 
end of the Havana meeting, which generall.v con- 
tinues about sixty days. He will then reo|s*n 
March 15 and 4 * 0011111 ^ racing until May 15. This 
will not 1 ‘unflict with the meeting 4if the Business 
klen's Rac'ing Assis-iation, which u|m‘iis January 1 
and closes early in March. 



Ten fillies started in the One Thousand Guineas 
at Newmarket Ma.v .5. with Fifiiiella a hot favorite 
at 11 to 1(M». This American reiiresentative. I'liss 
in BimiIs. was a forlorn outsider at (>(( to 1, the 
winner, I'auyoii, figuring at 4V*j to 1. It was a good 
ia4*e l>etW4'i*n two. and its mile was run in 1:40. 
l»iidou SiMirting Life of the next day said of the 
race: 

“-■\t one period .yesterday the heat had an in- 
tensity that would have done justice to a mid- 
summer’s day. but after breakfast a breeze sprang 
up ami the clouds became overcast. Even so it 
was not an iih'al day for fillies. One of the chief 
siiffi’rers from the warmth was Pomerania, Mr. Sol 
JiM'l’s charming fill.v g4dng nmiss at the eleventh 
hour and losing her place in the market on the One 
Thousauil Guineas. There was not so large a field 
for this race us there was for the Two Thousand. 

“If one accepted the time test as any guide to 
the relative merits of the colts and fillies, there 
was little in it i>etW4*en them, albeit taken collec- 
tively the c<dts made up a far more imixising field. 
Most of the fillies were on the small side, and if 
Canyon is delightfully moulded, with strong quar- 
ters and a de«*p girth, she cannot by an.v stretch of 
imagination be termed a big one. Far more scoiie 
and range has I’omerania, wliich attracted a big 
crowd as she was being saddled. It was the first 
appearance on a race course of Pommern’s sister, 
and ever.vone was extremely anxious to look her 
over. Pomerania is an elegant stiecimen of a thor- 
ouglibr«‘d, and is on an altogether bigger frame 
than her brother, hut is not so strongly coupled, 
being a wee bit long in the buck and slack in her 
flunks. Her sudden though slight indisposition 
heighteiM'd her tuck4*d-up appearance, though she 
never sweatisl in tlie least, and there was little out- 
ward sign to show that all was not well with her. 

“On the other hand, Fifinella sweated a great 
ileal, us dll! Angelina, though Mr. HuUon’s filly 
was well enough in herself, and was free with her 
Ii4*els as (3iilds was lifted into the saddle. Fifinella 
is not yet so big a mare as her half-sister 
Silver Tag, though she has the same greyhound - 
like formation la-hind the saddle. Balaudra has 
not grown in the least since her two-year-old 
days, but she is well turned at every point, and has 
the action of a |mi1o pony. Puss in Boots 11. did 
not give entire satisfaction in iKiint of looks, being 
a little light of lioiie. Nevertheless, her trainer 
hail her lisiking well. The American-bred filly is 
more the stamp of a sprinter than a stayer. Pop- 
ir.gaol is a handsome filly, and was placid enuogh, 
but Broken Doll did not come in for a deal of at- 
tention. 

“When it became generally known that all was 
not well with Pomerania, ('auyoii be<-unie Fifinella’s 
market rival, the latter’s price always fluctuating 
lietW4-«-:i evens anil 11 to 10. Just as in the Two 
Thousand, .Mr. Willoughby effei-ted an excellent 
start, for if Puss in Boots II. sii(Tered, it was her 
own fault, as she behaved badly In-forehand and 
got rid of hi-r jcs-ke.v. It was the American filly 
which was resismsible for what delay there was 
at the isist. 

“Broken Doll, on the left of the field, saw to it 
that there was no dawdling alsiut in the early 
stages, and Pomerania, Fifinella and t'anyiin -w^ere 
racing head and head on her whip hand, the last- 
named pair lieing well in advanci* of Angelina and 
Salamandra. Tin* Bushes were almost rcaciied Im*- 
fore Broken Doll gave up the lead, and no sooner 
bad she cracked up than Pomerania was in diffi- 
culties. Then it was that ('anj'on and Fifinella 
liegan to battle for the advantage, and I»rd 
Derby’s filly secured first run on the favorite, 
whieli was racing somewhat awkwardly with her 
head in the air. Not travelling as smoothly as 
t'anyon, she did not make a goml passage down 
Bushes Hill. From out of the Abingdon Mile Bot- 
tom and on mon* level ground Fifinella closed on 
t'anyon, but Just as the hopes of her backers were 
liegiiiniiig to run high, and tliere was the promise 
of a great race, t'anyon piilleil out an extra dash, 
and with the Whatcorabe-traineil fillj* unable to 
make any further effort. Canyon won in decisive 
style by thris’-parts of a length, Balamaiidra, which 
never oni-e got on striking terms with t'anj’on or 
Fifinella, being three lengths away third.” 



MAKING PROGRESS AT HAWTHORNE TRACK. 



A visit of inspection to Hawthorne yesterday re- 
vealed some activity in the waj' of putting the track 
and its i*i|uipment into condition for racing. A 
corps of fourti*i-n cariK*nters wen* found at work 
in fitting and repairing tliirteen of the big stable 
and it was saiil they would be ready to receive 
horses within threi* wei*ks. 

The gnindstand was given a new roof last year 
and. except in some iniiior particulars, is in gissl 
comiitiou. The restaurant and bar are freshly 
paiiiteil and a floor for dancing is a m*w feature*. 
The grandstand floor is lx*ing repaired and, in s|sits, 
renewed, esiieciallj’ in front. The feni-es, wiiicli in- 
close the track, are all up and also Isith rails around 
the track. Tiin-e thousand chairs have bei-n 
orden*d for the grandstand and will be put in 
plais! within a few weeks. 

The old-time lx*tting ring building is in good 
condition, but the Issikmakers’ stands, which wen' 
stori*d in it, have lx*en removed. This building 
and the iiaddock, which is also in excellent prest*r- 
vation, will be painted and made presentable. 

The stn*et railway tracks, which formerly con- 
veyed man}' to the track, were torn up some years 
ago, but are now being relaid. The Illinois Central 
and Burlington tracks to the sheds behind the 
grandstand are still in good order, but are to be 
generally overhauleil. Altogether it si-enis that the 
tninsiMirtation faeilities will be up to the standard 
of the daj’s when thousands were carried to and 
from the track in comfort.
